Soon afterwards Akimov danced the part ol the 
Cvtl Genius In Pyotr Tchaikovsky's "Swan Lake" 
produced by Yuri Grigorovkh. 

Ail of a sudden... Akimov felt strong pains in 
Ihe leg. That was when his willpower and 
strength ol spirit came Into ttaolr own. Akimov 
could no longer dance. He look n rehearsal dess. 
His classes wero so interesting that Maya Pliset- 
skaya, Vladimir Vasilyev end Mikhail Lavrovsky 
coma lo watch. Ho drew up a strict recovery 
Rchedulo (or himself and stuck to It (Irmly. Even- 
tually tho lime coma when he was practising 
again at (ho bar end then In Ihe middle of Ihe 
floor. Finally there was e performance: ho danced 
tho Prince In "Swan Lake 1 '. Admiring his easy, 
elegant movements, few people In (ho audience 
realized that (hero hod been a two-year break 
since he was last on Ihe stage and that he had 
suffered a heavy leg Injury. 

Another ballet by Grlgotovich — “Ivan the 
Terrible" by So r get ProkoBcv brought Akimov 
great artistic satisfaction. He danced Prince 
Kurbsky In Hid production. Ho took time In 
working on I ho part studying documents, Helton 
end lellcrs— everything In led that concerned 
Kurbsky and his ago. 

"I wanted," lie recalls, "lo create (ho Imago ol 
a gallant, handsome and courageous prlnco; to 
present lo the audience a live men with all his 
nils lakes, delusions and unrequited love, and to 
render all tills In movement, via my dance." 
Akimov showed Ihe strong and passlonalo 
character ol a man who had lost his native land 
by force of fatal circumstance. 

Ills toted parts arc a duel with Alla Mikhal- 
rhenko In tlia ballot "Those FascInaMug Sounds" 
dlrectrd by Vladimir Vasilyev alter music by 
Rameau; and Ihe pari of Khorud In "The Indian 
Poem" by Ulugbek Musayev — a symbolic 
Image of evil lorce, a whirlwind, a tornado. 

While dancing at the Bolshoi, Akimov 
graduated from the ballet department of (he Mos- 
cow Institute of Dramsllc Art. Ho now teaches a 
senior course of choreographer!. 


The Dom Cathedral organ to sound again 


Tha famous Dom Cathedral 
organ In the Latvian capital ol 
Riga will bo tOO years old In 
January. 1984. Last year the 
ritlzcrui of Riga and guest a to the 
town were unable lo listen to 
tha wonderful organ concerts In 
the Dom Cathedral, said V. Kan- 
puls, Latvian Minister of Cul- 
ture. The organ was dismantled 
and sent for repairs. 

Today the parts of the unique 
musical instrument bate arrived 


back from Holland. Dutch crafts- 
men — tho best restorers of old 
organs— liave started to assemble 
Ihe complex mechonism. Then 
the instrument has to be ad- 
justed and tuned. The adjust- 
ment of such complex Instru- 
ment requires virtuoso crafts- 
manship. One has to achieve Ir- 
reproachable sound tu all Ihe 
6,786 pipes, which are different 
tn pitch and physical volume, 
capable of reproducing aU the 
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Instruments of a symphony or- 
chestra, the whole range of (he 
human voice, the noise of Ihe 
sea, and many other sound ef- 
fects. 

It Is thought that this difficult 
and very responsible Job will be 
ovar In the second half of 1983, 
thus the organ should be being 
played again before it ts 100 
years old and the vaults of the 
wonderful hall will ring out 
once more classical and modem 
music.
